Mother^ tears 
as son admits 
killing his twin

A HEARTBROKEN mum has spoken 
of her devastation of finding her 
teenage son had been killed 
‘accidentally’ by his twin brother. 

Lynette Goodman, who is currently 
in Valencia, tearfully told the Herald 
& Post how she would stand by 
19-year-old Ryan, who has reported¬ 
ly admitted pushing his twin Michael 
during an argument, causing him to 
hit his head and die. 

Ryan didn’t tell anyone what 
happened and allegedly left his 
brother’s body in undergrowth a few 
metres away from their house near 


Vallada in Spain. Michael’s body was 
found by an asparagus picker in April 
- 14 months after his disappearance. 

According to reports by Spanish 
newspaper The Olive Press, Ryan 
confessed to the killing and told 
police it was an accident after a 
‘stupid argument’. 

Ryan and Michael grew up on the 
Blackthorn estate in Northampton 
before Lynette took her young sons 
to Spain to escape the drug culture in 
England and trouble in the town. 

Lynette, 39, who has another set of 
twins, a boy and girl aged ten, said: “I 
have lost two sons. One is dead and 
one is in prison. I haven’t even got 
Michael’s body back yet. I can’t bury 


him. He disappeared when he was 17 
and I have had a lot to deal with and 
I have two young children to look 
after, too. 

“I do not know when his body is 
going to be released. Until the body 
is released I can’t even say goodbye. 
It’s not been an easy time. 

“My child is dead and he can’t be 
buried or cremated. It took seven 
weeks until they could tell me it was 
him through DNA. 

“Mother’s instinct told me right 
from the beginning that he was no 
longer with us. When it’s then put 
into words then that cuts you up. It’s 
destroyed us as a family but I will

support Ryan to the death because it 
was just an accident with a door 
handle. 

“It just happened and he panicked. He 
is now getting the help he needs. That 
boy kept it in for 14 months. You try 
keeping that in for 14 months. How 
someone can do that and not tell any¬ 
one? 

“They were perfect children and I 
don’t know where it went wrong. They 
were as close as could be.” 


She hit out at some reports which 
claimed the brothers lived ‘near ani¬ 
mals’ and said: “Other papers have 
blamed me for it. One paper said they 
lived with animals. This is all lies.” 

The case has now been forwarded to 
the youth court in Xativa, Spain, as 
Ryan was a minor at the time of the 
incident and he will spend the next six 
months in a juvenile detention centre. 

If anyone from Northampton would 
like to send flowers to the family, it is 
being dealt with by the British Embassy. 





Ex-nurse in fear over 
scam scare tactics

A CANCER victim was left too 
frightened to answer her phone 
after she became targeted in a 
financial scam. 

Audrey Weir, from 

Northampton, who is a retired 
nurse, said she received ‘threat¬ 
ening’ and ‘menacing’ calls from 
fraudsters attempting to part her 
from her cash. 

On the first occasion, a man 
with a foreign accent told her she 
owed £4,700 to a telecommunica¬ 
tions company and she was due 
to appear in court two days later. 

Mrs Weir, 61, said the man even 
had all the details from one of her 
credit cards including the security 
number on the back. 

He gave her the name and num¬ 
ber of a solicitor who was appar¬ 
ently going to represent her in 
court. 

When she called him he said if 
she paid £1,571 beforehand then 
the debt would be cleared and 
she would be sent a certificate. 

Afterwards, a concerned Mrs 
Weir rang Northamptonshire 
Police and told them what had 
happened. 



A day later she had a call from a 
male claiming to be from the 
Metropolitan Police who said if 
she was not attending court then 
her details would be faxed to 
Northamptonshire Police and she 
would be arrested. 

Mrs Weir, who has had breast 
cancer, said: “I felt invaded, 
manipulated and vulnerable as 
these people were very threaten¬ 


ing and very menacing. I felt my 
privacy had been invaded. 

“For 72 hours I was worried and 
on Thursday I was so scared I did 
not even answer the phone. 

“I kept listening out for cars and 
expecting the Metropolitan Police 
to turn up. 

“When this was happening I felt 
a different person, it was as 
though I was in a box or a hole 
and I could not see how I would 
get out of it. When someone 
sounds menacing it is very diffi¬ 
cult to stay calm.” 

A spokeswoman for 
Northamptonshire Police said: 
“We would like to advise people 
not to provide any details, such as 
PIN numbers, over the phone, 
even if the caller seems genuine, 
as genuine banks do not ask for 
this information. 

“Never pass on personal or 
financial details to callers and if 
you have already done so, contact 
your bank immediately to stop or 
check any unauthorised transac¬ 
tions. 

“If you have any doubts when 
approached in this way you 
should hang up the phone and 
call the organisation back on a 
number you know is correct.”

Pilot snubbed 
wind warning 

A TEENAGE pilot - who had only had 
his licence for six months - crashed 
a hot air balloon into power cables 
after he ignored another pilot’s 
warnings over a change in the wind. 

According to a report published 
by the Air Accident Investigation 
Bureau, 18-year-old Adam Griffiths 
was flying the balloon with two 
passengers. 

In the early evening of March 25 
he tried to land in playing fields 
near Bozeat and pass over the 
pylons. A few minutes before the 
accident another pilot warned him 
of ‘windshear’ at the site. 

Mr Griffiths, from Rushden, 
continued on his path but the 
balloon descended, struck the lines 
and slid along them until it came to 
rest at a pylon, with the basket 
about 15m above the ground. 

Mr Griffiths turned off both pilot 
lights and had begun to deflate the 
balloon to minimise the risk to the 
basket and fuel. The pilot and one of 
his passengers sustained minor 
injuries. Emergency services were 
unable to get to them safely until 
9.30pm when the lines were 
confirmed safe.

Building collapses on 
a night of two blazes

TWO major fires broke out in the 
middle of the night within half an hour 
and just a couple of miles away from 
each other. 

About 75 firefighters tackled the blazes, 
the first of which was at the nail polish 
manufacturer Decorative Industries 
factory in Clayfield Close, Moulton Park. 
Fifty of the firefighters were sent to that 


inferno which caused the building to 
partially collapse and was still being 
dealt with in the late morning on 
Tuesday, almost 12 hours after they were 
called at 12.30am. 

Police officers had to be drafted in to 
help seal off the site by putting up road 
closures at both ends of Brickyard 
Spinney Road, which leads to the factory. 

Meanwhile, at lam, 25 firefighters were 
sent to deal with another fire in nearby 
Boughton Grange. 


They had to manage a potential 
explosion hazard as there were gas cylin¬ 
ders at the property, as well as a number 
of scrap cars. 

At this stage, officials believe the 
Boughton Grange fire was started delib¬ 
erately but yesterday investigators were 
still not able to enter the site for safety 
fears. 

Police confirmed the Decorative 
Industries was not being treated as suspi¬ 
cious.

Lib Dems left trailing

A LIBERAL Democrat candidate 
for the Police and Crime 
Commissioner elections will not 
be announced for at least 
another month. 

The party, which canvassed for 
applicants across the East

The Police and Crime 
Commissioner will be an elected 
representative for the county to 
hold the Force into account. The 
role replaces the Police Authority. 

Meanwhile, Adam Simmonds 
has been announced for the 
Conservatives and Lee Barron as 
Labour’s candidate. Independent 
candidate John Norrie will also 
stand in November’s elections. 


MR hits out at 

AN MP has called on the Prime 
Minister to ‘get a grip’ in an 
attack on his ‘lack of real-world 
experience’. 

Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley took to his blog to 
criticise his Conservative party 
leader after David Cameron’s 
appearance at the Leveson 
Inquiry. 

In the 70-year-old’s entry on 
his website he slams the PM 
saying: “He’s surrounded 
himself with friends and 
yes-men and has seemingly 
insulated himself from any 
viewpoint which might 
contradict his own.”

Violent dad’s abuse 
of his kids’ mother

AN abusive father whose violent 
actions meant his partner’s only 
escape was to jump from a first- 
floor balcony has been jailed. 

John Lambert, 23, of Park 
Crescent East, Northampton, 
used a lighter to inflict a burn to 
his partner of seven years’ foot 
before locking the front door so 
she could not leave. 

In her desperation to get away 
from him she leapt from their 
balcony, leaving her three 
children, who at the time were 
four, three and under one, in the 
house with him. 

Lambert then told his children 
the reason she had left was 
because she no longer loved or 
cared for them. 

The pair had been arguing for 
some three hours over a SIM card 
when this took place last 
September, a court heard. 


Lambert had in the past been 
charged with actual bodily harm 
against his mother and received a 
caution for assaulting his son. 

Emilie Pottle, prosecuting, said 
his partner told police in inter¬ 
view she had never been able to 
leave him before as she ‘knew 
what she would be going back to’ 
and in October withdrew her 
statement saying that she thought 
the charges were too ‘harsh’. 

His partner, who was in court, 
has since renewed their relation¬ 
ship. Lambert was, on Friday, sent 
to prison for eight months for 
actual bodily harm. 

Sentencing him at 

Northampton Crown Court, 
Judge Michael Fowler, said 
Lambert ‘demonstrated a history 
of violence’ and condemned the 
‘appalling’ incident. 

He said: “I don’t sit here express¬ 
ing personal views; I try, as far as 
possible, to recognise what the 
views of right-thinking people 


will.” He added: “I have got letters 
here from people who suggest 
you are a good father. You’re not if 
you do even a small part of what’s 
said here. 

“Whatever else you might do 
you are going to frighten your 
children. Frighten not only by 
what you’re doing to them but 
what you’re doing to their mother. 

“The idea that in the course of 
this you blamed their mother and 
tried to make them think bad of 
their mother because she was 
trying to escape your violence is 
chilling. 

“I’m not being emotive. I’m just 
talking about what actually 
happened in front of your 
children. You took a lighter and 
burned your partner’s foot; you 
struck her; you stopped her 
escaping other than by jumping 
from the balcony.” 

Judge Foster said he hoped 
Lambert would seek help for his 
anger problems.

FORMER army man Anthony 
Finlay knows what it is like to 
be homeless and down on your 
luck. 

Anthony, who served in 
Northern Ireland, Bosnia and the 
Gulf War, could hardly have 
bargained for what life had in 
store outside the forces. 

If it was tough in the military it 
wasn’t much easier on civvy 
street. After leaving the army he 
sent off around 1,000 applica¬ 
tions for a job - all in vain. 

He lost his marriage, his family 
and also his home for six 
months. Now Mr Finlay has set 
out to try to make sure it doesn’t 
happen to others who have 
served their country, by attempt¬ 
ing to set up Northamptonshire’s 
first care farm. 

Exmod Ltd ‘Forget-me-not’ is 
planning to open premises at 
Shepherds Lodge in 
Northampton by the end of next 
month. 

Established in 2007, the organi¬ 
sation prides itself in offering 
medium term accommodation, 
therapy vocational training and 
referrals to professional groups 
whilst the client is in its care. 

The group wants to create a 
centre where 20 ex-servicemen 
can live at one time and build 
their self confidence while they 


develop new skills. Before the 
launch in Northampton, a DIY 
SOS was issued calling on 
businesses, trades people and 
volunteers to get involved to get 
the premises up to scratch. 

The charity was founded by Mr 
Finlay 54, who served with the 
9th/12th Lancers in 1974 and 
stayed with them for 20 years 

He said: “I had a job working as 
a clicker which meant I operated 
the machine which cuts leather. 

“Then one day at 18, out of the 
blue I decided to join the army. I 
loved it and would go back 
tomorrow if I could. 

“I spent two years in Northern 
Ireland, I fought in the first Gulf 
war, I was one of the first soldiers 
into Bosnia and I was with the 
UN in Cyprus trying to keep the 
Greeks and the Turks apart. 

“I suffer from flashbacks of the 
atrocities I have seen, from 
chronic depression, nightmares, 
I only sleep for 40 minutes at a 
time and I am on medication. 
This is not just happening to me 
but hundreds of others.” 

However, Mr Finlay’s troubles 
began when he left the army. He 
sent off nearly 1,000 bids for 
employment ranging from 
cleaning jobs to an international 
transport manager but got noth¬ 
ing. He eventually won a post as 
a HGV driver. 

He said: “It was really difficult 
for me when I left the army as I 



lost my marriage, my family, my 
home - everything. And I 
became homeless for six 
months.” 

The spark for setting up Exmod 
Ltd came when Mr Finlay was 
watching a documentary about 
homelessness and its affect on 
former service personnel. 

He said: “I recognised the lad

who was being interviewed but 
could not remember why. They 
said his name and he had died 
three days previously I realised 
he had been one of my soldiers 
and I decided to set up the 
charity. 

“A number of guys who were in 
the army end up being home¬ 
less. They live on the streets and 


bottle up all their feelings but it 
eats away at them and many 
end up committing suicide.” 

Now he hopes that having 
been there he can do his bit to 
prevent others from having to 
suffer the same misery.

THE issue of servicemen and 
women not being able to get 
social housing has been raised 
in the House of Commons by 
MP Peter Bone. 

Currently, if any armed forces 
personnel get on the housing 
list they fail to get 
accommodation as they have 
not lived in their home town 
for the past two years. 

The MP for Wellingborough & 
Rushden said: “On the question 
of social housing, a problem 
that has come up in my 
constituency is what happens 
when someone who has been 
in the armed forces returns to 
an area from which they have 
been away. 

“They want social housing, 
but the local council has a 
regulation that people cannot 
get such housing unless they 
have been there in the past 
year. Is that something we can 
put right?” 

Andrew Robathan, the 
Parliamentary Under Secretary 
of State for Defence Personnel, 
Welfare and Veterans, said: 
“They should have the 
opportunity to register for a 
house and to get precedence 
in the area where they lived 
for all their life before joining 
the armed forces to serve 
their country.”

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OAP’s bus stop 
parking blast

CONCERNS have been 
raised about drivers 
continually illegally 
parking in a bus stop. 

Motorists are using the 
area, clearly marked as a 
bus drop-off point, for 
hours at a time in busy 
St Leonard’s Road, North¬ 
ampton, 

OAP Gareth Jones called 
the H&P to raise the issue, 
saying the illegal parking 
is happening daily - with 
particular cars being the 
main offenders. 

Two bus services, num¬ 
bers 12 and 14, use the 
stop and Mr Jones says 
transport users, particu¬ 
larly older people and 
mums with prams, strug¬ 
gle to get off as the bus 
cannot get to the kerb, 

Mr Jones, 80, said: 
“Buses are having to stop in 
the middle of the road which 
is unsafe for everyone. 

“When the buses can get 
to the kerb there is not 
much of a step to get off 
but when you have to get 
down to road level it is 
very difficult. It’s quite 



near the traffic lights too, 
so it causes big traffic 
problems. I would like to 
know what is being done 
about it.” 

Carol Ross, SCT 
sergeant, said she would 
ask PCSOs in the area to 
make checks on the bus 
stops in response to Mr 
Jones’ worries. 

She said: “My approach 
at first is to give advice to 
those who are parking in 
the bus stops, as some¬ 
times people do need 
educating about these 
things.” 

A spokeswoman from 
FirstGroup, which run the 
number 12 service, said: 
“Any illegal car parking in 
bus stops causes issues for 
both our passengers and 
drivers and can cause 



excess traffic congestion. 
We will speak with the 
local police regarding the 
cars parking in bus stops 
on St Leonard’s Road as it 
will be their responsibility 
to manage the situation.” 

A Stagecoach spokes¬ 
man said: “To date we 
haven’t received any com¬ 
plaints regarding this 
location. 

“However we are con¬ 
cerned to hear that buses 
have been unable to fully 
utilise the stop which is caus¬ 
ing some inconvenience. 

“We have invested heav¬ 
ily in new low floor buses, 
which have been wel¬ 
comed by passengers and 
it’s a shame when on 
occasions they cannot be 
used to their full benefit at 
this stop.”

20th death sparks 
call for mad review

Don’t leave hole in town centre 

I AM delighted to see that Conservative 
Northampton Borough Council leader David 
Mackintosh says he will do anything to save the 
Grosvenor Centre redevelopment. I just hope he 
actually means it. 

A year ago, the incoming Conservative admin¬ 
istration inherited from the Liberal Democrats a 
Development Agreement with Legal & General 
(L&G), with outline plans published and a date 
set for the submission of a planning application 
and work to start. 

The Conservatives fought the election threat¬ 
ening to cancel the development, and have spent 
the past year publicly berating L&G at every turn. 
Cllr Mackintosh, despite professional advice to 
the contrary, has said Northampton can have 
both town centre regeneration and significant 
out of town retail development. It is a strategy 
which has now comprehensively collapsed. 

If Cllr Mackintosh really wants to get the 
Grosvenor Centre redevelopment back on track 
he needs to make some tough choices. It’s time 
to stop pretending he can please all the people 
all the time, or to think that simply berating L&G 
will get anywhere at all. 

We all know that retail is facing hard times, with 
a combination of both the recession and internet 
shopping. If Northampton is going to attract to 
its centre the large floorspace shops that the 
Grosvenor Centre extension will bring, then it 
has to fight for its centre over the out of town 
competition. You simply cannot have both. 

Our two Tory MPs naively imagine that if L&G 
sell up then someone else will walk in and pick 
up the baton. Anyone will find it difficult to make 
a major town centre redevelopment pay if the 
council continues to try to please every out of 
town developer. 

Starting from scratch a new owner would take 
years to even get to the point where we are now. 

Cllr Mackintosh has lost the confidence of L&G. 
If he is to get it back for the sake of the town he 
must stop the pointless posturing, get real and 
decide if a once in a lifetime opportunity to 
attract £300 million investment into our centre 
really is the town’s number one priority. If it isn’t 
then his legacy will be to make Northampton the 
polo mint town, with a hole in the middle.

Extra cash will help tackle issues 

THE Government has announced a competition 
for towns and cities to “demonstrate how the 
town or city could integrate transport, commu¬ 
nications and other city infrastructure to 
improve the local economy, increase quality of 
life and reduce impact on the environment”. The 
winning bid will receive £24 million to invest in 
their schemes. 

Northampton must, surely, bid for this money- 
but, given our current civic leadership split 
between a borough council unable to maintain 
the confidence of the town’s biggest potential 
investor and a county council with a history of 
simply not caring about their county town, we 
have a problem. 

£24m is not, in truth, sufficient to solve all our 


problems. However, a good bid - even if unsuc¬ 
cessful - would clarify our major issues and help 
to leverage in private investment from compa¬ 
nies seeing that Northampton is an ambitious 
place determined to succeed. 

My three suggestions for action are: 

Reduce traffic congestion in our town by 
providing real alternatives to the private car for 
some journeys including continental levels of 
investment in cycling, walking and public trans¬ 
port to make them real and attractive alterna¬ 
tives for more people more often. Not anti-car 
but pro-alternatives. 

Raise the standards of education and attain¬ 
ment to better equip people with the skills 
required to live and work in the competitive, high 
technology environment of the 21st century. 

Play to our industrial strengths by establishing 
a Centre for Advanced Logistics Technology in 
our university. Logistics is changing. In 20 years it 
will not be low paid employment in vast sheds. 
Northampton should lead the change rather 
than become a victim of it. 

Others will have different priorities. Improving 
housing, tackling deprivation, enhancing the arts 
and cultural offering of our town and many others. 

Could this newspaper or our university lead a 
debate to develop ideas so our civic leaders have 
a convincing master-plan to put forward with the 
potential to win this competition?

Thanks for your pipe patience 

I’D like to thank your readers for their patience 
and understanding during the recent hosepipe 
ban. 

When the ban started in April, it was the first in 
our region for more than 20 years and was 
imposed in response to truly exceptional 
circumstances. We had just been through the 
driest 18 months in a century, with two dry 
winters denying us the water needed to replenish 
rivers, reservoirs and aquifers. 

Since then there has been a dramatic change, 
with April proving to be the wettest in our 
113-year records. Some parts of our region had 
three times the average rainfall and May and 
June have continued cool and wet. 

As a result, rivers flows have recovered and 
reservoirs that were almost half empty in the 
spring are now more than 90 per cent full. 

However, not all of the region’s underground 
aquifers have recovered and some are unlikely to 
do so without a good winter of rain. 

That’s why we are continuing to do what we can 
to save water, installing meters and water effi¬ 
ciency devices in customers’ homes, improving 
our ability to store and move water around the 
region and finding and fixing leaks. 

Our summer water-saving campaign, Drop 20, 
has also begun, encouraging our 4.4 million 
water customers to reduce the water they use by 
20 litres, or two bucketfuls, a day. 

More than a million have had information 
through the post and many more will have seen 
or heard adverts on the radio, on buses and bill¬ 
boards. 

I have no doubt some of your readers will have 
found the ban difficult and frustrating. I am 
grateful to them for sticking with us and observ¬ 


ing the restrictions. Together with the rain, their 
restraint has made a real difference; it led to a 
huge fall in the amount of water we needed to 
supply and helped stores to recover. 

So I hope they will also help us to make the 
Drop 20 campaign a success. Simple steps will 
make big savings and we will be there to help 
with advice and water saving kits for home and 
garden.

Inquest on hold 
for murder trial

THE inquest into the murder of a man 
who was killed on holiday has been 
postponed until the trial takes place of 
the Northampton man accused of 
killing him. 

A coroner in Chelmsford was set to hold 
the inquiry into Gary Vigors’ death last 
week but it was delayed as Thomas 
Swannell, of Wellingborough Road, 
Northampton, has yet to appear in a 
Spanish court. 

Mr Vigors, formerly of Dovercourt, was 
reportedly slashed in the neck with a 


bottle after getting into an argument at 
the Plaza Cafe, Magaluf, on March 26 
last year. 

Coroner Caroline Beasley-Murray said 
there was insufficient evidence for her to 
come to a conclusion until suspect Mr 
Swannell, 45, was tried. 

He has been kept in a Spanish prison 
since April last year. 

A preliminary hearing is thought to 
have been held in Spain three weeks ago 
where Mr Swannell was denied bail. His 
defence had unsuccessfully asked for the 
murder charge to be reduced. 

It is thought the court will make a trial 
date in October.

Drugged up trio’s 
‘vigilante mission’

A TRIO high on drugs took a 
hammer, knife and screwdriver 
to a house in preparation for an 
attack after a woman made 
claims about being raped by the 
homeowner. 

The allegation, however, was 
untrue and Krystal Coombes was 
hoping to get a debt she was owed 
in a ‘vigilante-style mission’ from 
the occupant of a house in 
St Alban’s Road, Northampton, 
last March, 

Coombes, along with her then 
boyfriend Christian Gustar and 
Karl Mclean, told a neighbour in 
the street that she had been raped 
by someone who lived in the 
house and that’s why they were 
smashing its window 

The woman who had been 
living at the address had moved 


out two weeks previously. It 
later transpired, when the group 
were arrested by police in 
Broadmead Avenue, they were 
planning to smash up a car in 
revenge for money being owed. 

Since the incident, Coombes 
and Gustar have had a daughter, 
who is now five months old. 

All three offenders have also 
been receiving help in getting off 
drugs. 

Judge Michael Foster said: “All 
three of you now accept that your 
purpose in the affray was at the 
least to threaten the occupant of 
an address in St Alban’s Road. 
Clearly an action that involves a 
threat to somebody in their own 
home if they had been there. 

“You not only set out to do that 
but set out to do that armed. 

“What the real reason behind it 
is, I don’t know. It seems to have 
had a route of grievance of what 


you were told by Coombes that 
she had been raped and that she 
had debt owing to her. 

“We are talking about an attack 
upon premises in the early hours 
of the morning, in the dark, and 
an attack that resulted in the 
house being attacked and 
damaged by a hammer. 

“This was to all intents and 
purposes a vigilante mission. 

“You were all intoxicated on 
drugs and of drink.” 

He sentenced them each to six 
months in prison for affray, two 
months for possession of offen¬ 
sive weapons and four months 
for criminal damage, to run 
concurrently. They pleaded guilty 
to all charges. 

As she was taken into custody, 
Coombes shouted at the judge: 
“You have left no one to look after 
our daughter. Who is going to 
look after her now?”

Since then the rally has 
blossomed into an 
international event with 
visitors, traders and 
exhibitors from far and 
wide. 

The site now covers 
almost 100 acres of 
family entertainment, 


with 50 steamers, around 
30 heavy horses, more 
than 100 tractors and an 
auction of vintage 
equipment and 
collectables on the 
Saturday morning. 

The rally is run by a 
dedicated group of 
unpaid volunteers, with 
the help from local 
people, meaning the 
maximum amount of 
proceeds can be donated 
to local charities.

“I’m feeling stronger and fitter, and that’s 
thanks to my diet. It was always something I 
was looking to improve on and I think I can 
get lower now that it has.”

NATHAN Reeve is already eyeing a potential 
title showdown in September after 
producing an impressive third round 
stoppage against Fikret Remziev on Friday. 

Back in his usual division of super 
flyweight after a brief step up to super 
featherweight, the 22-year-old from 
Northampton dominated the Bulgarian 
before ending things early. 

Reeve [6[3]-l] now has his sights set on 
hopefully fighting for the Midlands Area or 
Masters title in three months in what would 
be his first ten round contest. 

“My manager told me that I’m going to be 
fighting again in September,” said the former 
Far Cotton Boys amateur.

IT WAS perhaps one of the most

It has been a similar story for the

Dockrell and Arul Suppiah who tied 
the batsmen down from the Pavilion 
End and picked up two wickets 
each. 

When it came to Somerset’s turn to 
bat, England limited overs interna¬ 
tional Craig Kieswetter was at his 
destructive best by flaying 51 from 
35 balls to help his side home with 
38 deliveries to spare. Wakely is now 
looking for the Steelbacks to repli¬ 


cate some of the form shown at the 
start of last year’s CB40. 

He said: “When we won those five 
or six one-dayers on the bounce last 
year it was momentum and we just 
went with it.
